“POSSIBILITIES 
WHY THE .ZOOLOGISTS. | 
ARE SCEPTICAL 


FAMOUS SCIENTISTS OPINION 
(By Sir Arthur Keith) 


Why are ,professional zoologists, If the postmistress of Inver- 

Sorigaig has observed the monster 

accurately—and women are usually 

reliable witnesses—then 14 cannot 

be an amphibian, as Mr. Wetherell 

has inferred from the fuotprints. - 
For the postmistress saw that the 

monster was “hairy generally” and 

had a "thick hairy mane.” This. 
evidence was confirmed by another 

‘witness, who gave the additional 

information. that it was “a most 
ugly beast.” 

Now zoologists have found -that 
there is a high degree of orderli- 
ness in the construction of living 
things. They have always found 
that if ah animal has a hairy skin, 
then it has breasts to provide -its 
young with milk. and that its brain, 
‘ita heart, its lungs, its skull, and 
{ta teeth are constructed according 
to a.well-known pattern, ~ 

The teeth of monstrosaurus are 
anid to be conical and pointed. 
Such teeth are characteriutic of 
reptiles, but are aluo to be seen fh 
the jaws of certain whales. Laymen 
must have patience with profes- 
sfonal zoologists who hesitate to 
credit the existence of a “most 
ugly beast” which combines charac- 
teristics af amphibian. repti'e, and 

mammal. Such a beast would be a 
kind of monster of which zoologists 
have had no experience hitherto. 
Too Many Eye-Witnesses 

All the Iaynien who have visited 
Loch Ness to collect evidence at 
first hand Iny great stress on the 
number of witnesses’ that can be 
produced. Scores of men und 
women claim to have seen the 
monater in the waters of Loch 
Ness or basking on‘its shores. 
Strange ‘to say, it {a just the great 
number of witnesses aiid the dis- 
crepancy of their testimony ‘that 
have convinced profeastonal zuolo- 
sists that the Loch Ness monster 
isnot a thing of flesh and blood, 

For, seeing that monatrosaurus 
has been seen by so many pwople, 
at so many times and tn 60 many 
places, then concrete and unmistak- 
able evidence of Its existence 
should have been at our disposal 
long before now, A live hippo- 
potamus or a dolphin could not 
hide itself In Tech Ness from 
prying human eyes for a week, to 
say nothing of four months, 

The only kind ‘of being whose 
existence fs testified to by scores of 
witnesses, and which never reaches 
tha dissecting table, belongs not to 
the material world but to the 
world of splrita, Or, indeed, such 
erentions may exist only in the 
human {magination. So many 
people assured me they had seer 
railway trains laden with Russian 
soldiers pass through England ts 
the first year of the war that '? 
never doubted thelr statements; 
yet not a single soldier from Rus- 
sia was actually transported 
through England.

With the example of the okapi 
before them why aro zoojngists Ko 
sceptical of the monstrosaurus of 
Loch Ness?

In 
the jungles of Borneo there Hives 
a small. climbing primate known as 
farsius. It is «the sole survivor of 
a type which Mourished in eount- 
less forms some 90,900,000 years 
ago. Is ft possible then that the 
{oth Ness monster—-monstrosaurus 
—can be a survival from the age of 
great reptiles—which les some 
160,000,000 years distant from ux? 

Ts it within the limits of pos 
sibility that there exists in Loch 
Ness to-day a live descendant of 
some plesfosaur, dinosaur, or 
brontosaur? I have to admit the 
possibility. But at the same time 
I have’ to state with all possible 
emphasis that until now there has 
not been found . anywhere in the 
world a little of evidence in sup- 
port of such a possibility. 

The professional disbellef in the 
existence of a ‘flesh-and-blood 
monster In Loch Ness {8 not based 
on any theoretical objection. The 
opposite is the case; so keen is the 
modern zoologist on his job that he 
would sell his soul for the dead 
varcase of a dinosaur or plesfosaur 
ao that he might be the first to 
have the honour of dissecting St. 
Tf he had the slightest hope of the 
materlalisation of '-monstrosaurus 
he would be tronping to the shores 
of Loch Ness fn hia thousands from 
all parts of the world. 

The scepticism of the profes- 
sional zoologist {s due to the nature 
of the evidence that is being 
placed befare him. In the case of 
the okapi, Sir Harry Johnston could
